AT THE EXPOSITION. 


FACTS AND INCIDENTS OF THE DAY 
NOTED. 

The Departmen: of Minerals and Woods-.-The Ten.- 
neseece Railroad Displayr---The Flattering No- 
tices from the Press of the Country---An 
Exposition that is Sure to Win. 


The crowd of sight-seers on yesterday was 
considerably larger than on any previous day 
since the opening, exclusive of the opening 
day. All day visitors were strolling through 
the various buildings, inspecting the machi- 


nery and viewing the other ex- 
hibits. The engines were kept run- 
ning nearly all day, and the machinery} 


that is in position was kept in motion, with- 
out interruption. The exhibits are rapidly 
getting into shape and a more general feeling 
of satisfaction prevails than heretofore. The 
exposition is now a pronounced success, 

It generally believed — that 
heavy crowd will begin to come 
in about ten . days two weeks 
and that November will witness an avalanche 
visitors such as Atlanta has never wit- 
nessed before. 

---Exhibits continue to arrive and about ten 
or fifteen cars are unloaded every day.

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A Talk with Mr. Wrenn. 
> A representative of THE CONSTITUTION asked Mr 
Wrenn on yesterday what he thought of the crowd 
that would probahjy attend the exposition. He re- 
plied: 
“Weare doing our best to keep the crowd away 
until the exposition is in order, and we are sue 


ceeding admirably in doing so. The crowd 
has inereased steadily every day since last 
Thursday, and is larger to-day than it has 


been ye:. This growth in the attendance is just 
what we don't want until we get ready for it.”’

“There is not the slightest doubt of it. We had 
the Cincinnati excursion, which was to be here to- 
day, postponed until next Wednesday, when we 
knew that the trains bringing that excursion would 
be crowded. We did not want the board of trade 
of Cincinnati and its friends to see the ex- 
position in its unfinished and disordered state. The 
excursions will commence coming next week, and 
ilien look out for the crowd.”’ 

“When do the excursions arrive?’ 

“The first one is to come from Chicago and the 
northwest on the 17th. The postponed excursion 
from Cincinnati will come on the !9th. One from 
Franklin, Ohio, and intermediate points will reach 


here on the 18th. On the 2th an excur- 
Bion of solid trains wiil reach here 
from St Louis and the towns of Missouri. On the 


ist of November, an excursion train will reach here 
from Bristol and intermediate points. But Imight 
20 on and give youat least fifty and then not give 
all. There is a large excursion organized, as I hear, 
in Utiea, New York, and another in Boston® - There 
will be weekly excursions run from New York and 
from Chicago." You need not have the 
slightest fear about the crewd. 

“ITave you any information from New York?” 

“Yes, Mr Morrill has just retured from an extend- 
ed trip through the north and cast and he is enthu- 
siastic. Ile says that the crowd that is coming from 
the northissimply tremendous; that it is under- 
stood perfecUy thatthe exposition is not yet fit to 
see and that they are waiting until it is 
finisked. My information from passenger agents 
and excursion managers throughout the country 
agrees with this exactly. Mr Kimball's estimate is 
that there will 500,000. people in Atlanta during 
November, and 1 believe he is correct. The crowd 
willcome, andin a larger number than Atlanta 
can possibly entertain. You may put me 
on record as predicting this from my present 
knowledge of the situation.’’ 


The Department of Minerals and Woods. 

A reporter of THE CONSTITUTION, in his ramblings 
vesterday among the numerous buildings and ex- 
hibits, encountered Colonel J B Kilichrew, the chief 
of the department of minerals and woods, and in a 
briefinterview ascertained that he was in high 
‘spirits and very confident of the entire success of 
that portion of the exposition committed to his 
care. Railway hall, with its two annexes, is con- 
nected by a platform with the main building, and 
is occupied entirely by displays go.ten up by the 
various lines of railroadsin the south. These ex- 
hibits consist, for the most part, of the rough and 
crude wealth of the sections through which the roads 
run, such as minerals, woods, building stones, mar 
bics, fertilizers, clay-, sands, agricultural products, 
everything, in fact, of utility to man from forest, 
ficld, mine and farm. Indeed, in this department 
is represented everything that gives employment to 
human labor and human intellect; for the display 
here made will prove of no less interest to the man 
of science and the political economist than to the 
worker--the man of brawn and muscle, whose mis- 
sionat is to work out tlie hidden wealth that grows 
,attop of and underlies almost every foot of our 
favored land. The geld, silver, copper, iron, lead, 
and many other minerals, both useful and orna- 
mental, including mauy precious stones, are 
here displayed in profusion, and we predict 
that when all these thiugs are in place in railway 
hall that ic will be the chief point of attraction for 
those who are looking up and calculating the solid, 
enduring resources of the south. The display of 
woods and forest produets in this department isthe 
fullest, most complete and varied ever before made 
in the world’s history. No where else on the globe, 
to-day,can beshown, for size, variety and useful 
qualities, any collection of timber woods at all com- 
parable with those now and soon to be on exhibi- 
tion at our international fair. The corn, wine, oil, 
the marbles, the stones, the clays, the sanas, the 
soils, even the very weeds which grow so luxuri- 
tatly in our rich virgin soil, and all here represent- 
ed, and artisticully arranged as to afford 
ny most picture to the eve. 
as well as to convey lofurmation te the mind. The 
educational advantages afforded by these displays 
to our own people, and particularly te the young 
men and women of cur immediate section, and 
even to the “children of larger growth” among us, 
to say nothing of the efcets produced upon visitors 
from the northern and eastern portions of the 
country, will be of intinite Pbenefit, and result in 
great good, Comparatively speaking, very few of 
our own people are aware of the vast capabilities of 
the south, and need to be educated toa realization 
ofthe wealth they possess, and which is their own 
if they will bul stretch forth their hands and appro- 
priate it. 

These and many other thoughts upon the railway 
displays and the effect they are calculated to produce 
were conveyed to usin the brief interview we had 
with Col, Killebrew. He isan eminently practical 
man, well suited to the position he has been chosen 
for. There is nothing in hisdepartment to dazzle 
the eye but much, very much, to strike the mind, 
and engage the thoughts of all sensible, progressive 
earnest men of this progressive, practical age. Let 
no one who vivits the exposition fail to spend a por- 
tion of his time e the railway buildings. We are 
assured thatin a week's time no more attractive 
place can be found, and from what is now in sight, 
we are certain this will be the case. 

The aie Kallroads’ Di«play«. 

No larger or more interesting display will be 
made at the exposition than those now being ar- 
ranged in the new annex to Railway hall by the 
agents of the Louisville and Nashville and Nash- 
ville and Chattanooga railroads. Owing to the de- 
lay in the completion of the annex found necessary 
for the display of these roads, they are somewhat 
behind in arranging the almost innumerable arti- 
cles which have been received and ave daily arriv- 
iog. The piles of ores, coal, coke, woods, grain, 
marbles, ant everything ¢lse of material wealth,

ed as will be eminently creditable to 
them and the gentlemen who have the work in 
hand. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia rail- 
road exhibit, in the main railroad building, will be 
peculiarly rich in the fine ores and the unrivalled 
variegated marbies of that section, and though 
small, will be of great interest. 

From the Macon and Brunswick connection of 
this road a display of tropical fruits and plants will 
be made, which will lend additional interest to it.

The exhibition 
stricted tothe cotton industry, but nearly every- 
thing imaginable has founda place there. The ex- 
hibition will not close until the last day of the year 
and a chance is allowed all to visit it.

dences of a reconciliation to a ‘‘lost cause’ by men 
who fought nobly for espoused principles, express 
positive belief that this cordial intercourse between 
the people of the various sections will result. in 
mutual toleration, respect and good will, if notin 
aggrandizement of the projectors of the enterprise 
that has brought the people here. ‘'If,’’ says a 
teacher of the Georgia people, ‘the exposition can 
convince the people that the honest men of both 
parties and sections have the same ends in view— 
the glory and perpetuation of the union of states 
and the administration of the government in the 
interest of every section; if this exposition can 
serve as a medium to convince the people that 
neither democracy nor republicanism means the 
domination of one section by the other, then the 
affair will be a success in the highest sense.’’ Cer- 
tain it is that the enterprise will afford the people 
of the northwestern states an opportunity to visita 
section of country fraught with great interest.

Such exhibitions of the results of labor and dili- 
gence as the Atlanta exposition promsses to be are 
great educators and of vast benctit to the entire sec- 
tion of country in which they are held. Previous 
to the invention of the cotton gin by Whitney it 
was considered a good day’s work to pick from the 
seed a’single pound of cotton.

The invention ef Mr Whitvey was immediately 
seized and appropriated, and after much valuable 
time and money spent in litigation, he abandoned 
itand turned his attention to the manufacture of 
firearms. The whole world uses cotton, and is in- 


under obligation to the genius of Whitney. 

A half century has passed away; the jealousies 
and hard feelings which were engendered by Mr 
Whitney’s efforts to protect his patent have sub- 
sided. Jt is timve that justice was done to his mem- 
ory, tardily though it be. The cotton exposition at 
Atlanta is a most excellent opportunity to do this. 
Every man, woman and child, south and north, the 
millions of persons engaged in raising and handling 
cotton, in mantfacturing it into the thousands of 
fabrics, into which it ix spun; the great cotton lords 
of England and all the operatives there, and 
throughout the world should join in one long and 
loud pran of praise to the memory of the inventor 
of the cotton gin. It is impossible to estimate the 
number of millions of dollars added to the value of 
lands in this country by this invention. 

Fc r forty years the south has received an average 
of $200,000,000 per annum for this product; that is 
eight billions of dollars. How much more has come 
outof cotton to this countrwand the world it is not 
possibl: to estimate, Everyone who has lived dur- 
ing the last half century, who is living now, and all 
who will live are under obligation to Whitney. 
Taking all this into aceount how small a matter it 
would be for the United Stdtes of North Ameriea, 
and the remainder of the world, to give one little 
million of dollars. out ot the vast sums of money, 
which no man can number, which the genius of 
Whitney has produced, to raiseca monument to his 
memory. Merely building up a statue of granite, 
would be of little use. A memorial school, to be 
named in his honor, ‘The Whitney memorial 
school,”’ should be founded where the boys and 
girls of the south may receive an education to fit 
them forthe practical duties of life. 

This would be a ‘‘memorial’’ worthy of him and 
of cotton. As years revolved, everv one interested 
in the production and manufacture of cotton 
throughout the world might contribute aaoney for 
the school until cotton should make the noblest 
university of learning in the world. Augusta or 
Atlanta would be a good point for such u school, as 
it was in the state of Georgiv, I believe, that Whit- 
ney conceived the idea of the cotton gin. 

Mr Editor of the Republican, you are the man to 
set this ballin motion and to induceéethe entire na- 
tion to join ina noble memorial to the inventor of 
the cotton gin. )

The Demand for Confederate Money Creates a Sensa- 
tion in Griffin, Where One of the Millionaires 
Wow Lives--Death in Americus--The 
News From Various Other Points. 


By Mail and Wire to The Constitution. 

Gniveix, October 12.--Griffin has” always 
heen on the alert for sensations. Not that we 
crave them, or that we lack that amount of 
solidity necessary to make us have a distaste 
for those things that do not appear dignified 
orare out of the usnal order, but a peculiar 
fate has decreed that we must be continually 
kicking up a stir. I don't know how it all 
comes about, but nevertheless it is true. 
Not being satisfied with being heralded all 
over the land as the only town with backbone 
enough to stone Uncle Tom's Cabin with an- 
cient hen fruit, we now appear once more 
with a full fledged millionaire! That sounds 
pretty big for a small sized Georgia town, but 
it is no less a fact for all that. Tur Constitv- 
gion of yesterday contained the details 
of the newest craze and demand 
for confederate bends, and this is how I am en- 
abled to bring into notice a man who appears 
on the streets ti4s morning and claims that 
for about $8,000,000 of canfederate money now 
in his possession he would not take in gold a 
cent less than ninety centsin the dollar. The 
gentleman in question is Mr., James W. Cor- 
bin, for many years a resident of Griffin, and 
aman much esteemed by his friencs. 
Some years ago he took a peculiar notion 
that confederate money and bonds would 
some day be worth something, so he went to 
work and bought them up in large quantities 
paying cash for a considerable amount, and 
bartering meal from his mill for the balance. 
He gave a bushel of meal for a thousand dol-

Those who know, or seem to 
know, sav he has between seven and eight 
millions, besides several hundred thousand 
dollars in bonds. When asked at a bank this 
morning how much his bonds were worth, he 
replied, ‘‘Well, I have $125,000 in one box 
alone, and thatisn’tall, by a lot.’’ And so 
he has gone right on this way for years. He 
has had letters from all over the country and 
has bought the stuffright and left, from far 
and near. As already stated, no one 
knows just how far exactly his 
freak has extended, and he may have 80.- 
OOO OOD for all I know. Mr. Corbin is consid- 
erably stirred up by the recent demand in 
London, and seems satisfied he is on the right 
track to an immense fortune. He is not con- 
sidered at all shaky in the upper story by his 
friends, though they cannot, of course, under- 
stand = his strange fascination about 
confederate money. He has always been 
considered a selid citizen, and is in good cir- 
cumstances now, but will be the wealthiest 
man inthe south if his dream is ever realized.
